men, some of their relatives and oth­ 
ers to the number of 39 were before 
the anthracite coal strike commission 
yesterday and told their stoiles of al­ 
leged boycotts, intim idation, dynarait 
log and violence in various forms dur 
Ing the late strike. 
Each 
witness 
called was a sufferer in one form or 
another at the hands, they alleged, of 
union men. 
Four witnesses said at­ 
tem p ts were made to blow up their 
house, one house was badly daiiiagr”!, 
many of the witnesses wore threat- 
enetl with bodily harm, several wero 
beaten, one was shot in the leg, and 
every one was stoned, boycotted or 
hung in effigy. 
One s( hool teacher 
testified to having lost his p osition 
beeaUHP his father did not strike. One 
man was asked to resign froni a Cath­ 
olic tem p erance society and another 
witness was exp elled from a local 
lodge o f the Ancient Order of Hi 
bernians, after a memberslilp cA 26 or 
28 yeai-« . because they were c’assed 
an unfair workmen. 
Chairm an Gray asked one witness 
If he remulned at work so that the 
p ump s could be kep t in good rep air, 
and thus keep the mines from being 
destroyed, and he said he did. 
Mr. 
Harrow asked him how long lie work 
ed and examined liim in such a way 
on this subject that it drew out the 
rem ark from Chairman Gray that men 
will work 1.5 hours or more to help 
save a neighbor’s hnrning house.

Dec. 20.—Non-union 
men, some of their relatives and oth­ 
ers to the number of 39 were before 
the anthracite coal strike commission 
yesterday and told their stollen of al­ 
leged boycotts. Intimidation, dynamlt 
log and violence in various forms dur­ 
ing the late strike. 
Each 
witness 
called was a sufferer iii one form or 
another at the hands, they alleged, of 
union men. 
Four witnesses said at­ 
tempts were made to blow up their 
bouse, one house was badly damaged, 
many of the witnesses were threat­ 
ened with bodily harm, several were 
beaten, one was shot in the leg, and 
every one was stoned, boycotted or 
hung in effigy. 
One school teacher 
testified to having lost his position 
because his father did not strike. One 
man was asked to resign from a Cath­ 
olic temperance society and another 
witness was expelled from a local 
lodge of the Ancient Order of Hi­ 
bernians. after a membership at 26 or 
28 years, because they v/cre c’aBsed 
as unfair workmen. 
Chairman Gray asked one witness 
if he remained at work so that the 
pumps could be kept In good repair, 
and thus keep the mines from being 
destroyed, and he said he did.

Boycotts. 
Intimidation, 
Dynamiting 
and Violence In Other Forma Al* 
leged Against Miners. 
Scranton, Pa. 
Dec. 20.—Non-union 
men, some of their relatives and oth­ 
ers to the num ber of 39 were before 
the anthracite coal strike commission 
yesterday and told their stoiies of a1 
leged boycotts, intim idation, dynarait 
ing and violence in various forms dur­ 
ing the late strike. 
Each 
witness 
called was a sufferer in one form or 
another at the hands, they alleged, of 
union men. 
Four w itnesses said a t­ 
tem pts w ere made to blow up their 
house, one house was badly damaged, 
many p f the w itnesses were th reat­ 
ened with bodily harm, several were 
beaten, one was shot in the leg, and 
every one was stoned, boycotted or 
hung In effigy. 
One school teacher 
testified to having lost his position 
because his father did not strike. One 
man was asked to resign from a Cath­ 
olic tem perance society and another 
witness was expelled from a local 
lodge of the Ancient Order of Hi 
bernians, after a membership ai 2(5 or 
28 years, because they were c’assed 
as unfair workmen. 
Chairm an Gray asked one witness 
lf he rem ained at work so th at th** 
pumps could be kept in good repair, 
and thus keep the mines from being 
destroyed, and he said he did. 
Mr. 
Darrow asked him how long he work 
ed and examined him in such a way 
on this subject th at it drew out the 
rem ark from Chairm an Gray that men 
will work 15 hours or more to help 
save a neighbor's burning house. 
All the other w itnesses testified to 
having been hung in effigy once or 
more times, th at grocers, butchers, 
milkmen and icemen refused to serve 
them, because they were afraid their 
business would be boycotted, and that 
they were severely beaten and so­ 
cially ostracised. 
The commission m et at 9 o'clock 
this m orning and adjourned at 11:45 
o'clock for the holidays. 
Most of the 
comm issioners will Immediately leave 
for their homes.
